TESTING SEEH.—Now that 
tho planting 


season is approaching, it is often important 
to test tho vitality of seed before sowing 
them.

and easy method: Fill a box, pan or flower 
pot partly with rich, mellow earth; making 
tho upper surface perfectly smooth, and en 
this surface draw straight cross lines, and 
drop a seed at each intersection, BO that 
thoy may Vm cnsily counted. 
Then take a 


hoop or frame, and make a bottom to it 
with cloth stretched across so as to resemble 
a sieve. F^™ (his upon the seed, and fill it 
with enough fine mould (o form a sufficient- 
ly moist covering and set it, in n warm place. 
The .sieve can bo lifted easily aud tho weeds 
exanincd without disturbing them. 
In this 


way corn, wheat, clover sc?d, turnip seed 
and many other kinds cnu bo easily tested, 
which may be of considerable importance 
where tho ago and freshness of the seed is 
not. certainly known/.

Tlio fascination which serpent?; uuduuU- 
Jy oxoreiso over other animals is ono of 


the mysteries of nature. Whether it is duo 
to Homo occult force akin to magnetism, as 
some persona believe,or whether the serpent 
subdues his victim through tho influence of 
terror, is not known. 
It is certain however, 


that birds, rabbits, mice and other small 
animals aro frequently unable lo withdraw 
themselves from tho fatal influence of the 
Korpeut's gaze when ouee fastened upon 
(hem, and, struggle as thoy may to cscnpe, 
easily become its prey. 


This mysterious power is exercised .some- 


times on human beings ; but men, in fact all 
the larger animals, aro generally able to eon- 
tend successfully against it. 
If the smaller 


birds arc among the most frequent victims 
of the seipeutn, the larger ones aro among 
the most active, intelligent and dangerous 
enemies. Tlie crow, which is a plucky bird 
under certain circumstances, will have very 
little hesitation in attacking a good ni/ed 
Hnake,(md como off tho victcr. The fight be- 
tween a crow and a Viper is thus described 
by an eye witness : 


'•'Ihe crows had thoir plucuuf assembly hi 


the tree under which I was standing, nnd were 
preparing for their cvcningV; flight. Thr-y 
(low oil" iu pairs for a little distance, wiiui 
they KCparatcd. as if by agreement, one 
body Hying eastward and llio other west- 
ward; then they again separated, and went 
in HI directions. 
One of Ihe birds cnme 


back to (lie starting place, and another 
alighted a fow feet from the tree on n large 
stone. 
In a moment after she left tlie stonr 


andil'jw to a blackberry bush, nnd began to 
jump up and down, nnd to strike at the 
ground almost like n bird of prey darting on 
its victim. 
.Just, then a viper crawled 


out of its lurking place, 
and.

defiance at the bird. 


"Tho twitching of Iho vtmkc's body wns 


an evidence of ils rnge nt being disturbed, 
and it bit several times in tho air most PBV 
itf-ely. 
Tho crow did not wn.slo much timo 


in commencing an active attack, but.darting 
under the reptile, she actually caught it by 
tho head. 
Whether in doing this, tho bird 


received n. bifn from the poisonous fnugs. 1 
could not settle then or afterwards. 
The 


crow continued its savage pick*, and finally 
as tho snake hiy motionless, sho scorned to 
think that it wasVIead. 
Sho was about

carry off her prey, when the snake suddenly 
raised ils hciul. nnd ihe conflict miumriu'ed 
again. 


'•With an astonishing swiftness, the viper 


g.ivo a leap, and flung tho crow a distance 
of three yards into some bushes. The bird 
was prevented from using her wings (o ad- 
vantage, nnd in thin embarrassed condition 
was attacked by tho viper. 
Iu a few mo- 


ments, however, the bird succeeded in free- 
ing herself, and, as tho viper wf.s by thi.- 
timo too much exhausted to maintain tlio 
fight tho sharp bill of its antagonist speedily 
decided ils fate. 
"Wilh a few savage picks. 


lo assure liorsolf that it was dead, the bird 
flapped her wings and 
flew off lo join bcr 


companions. 


To DKSTROY LICE.—The best preparation. 


for tho removal of lico from cattlo, young or 
old, aro a salvo of fresh lard ground up with 
fine sulphur (ono ounce of sulphur to four 
ounces of lard), and rav linseed oil mixed 
with kerosene oil in tho proportion of four 
parts op linseed to ono part of kerosene. 
Theso should be rubbed from between Iho 
f>ars all along tho backbone to tho root, of 
tho tail about twice a week. 
Two applica- 


tions aro generally suflu-ient. 
They nro not 


in nny degree hurtful if they arc licked by 
llio cattle. 
Lico which havo been placed in 


contact with n small quantity of either of

while mercurial ointment and carbolic acid 
failed lo kill thorn in several hours.
